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The 1^'onttion in this analysis raflacts tha aubstancs, con* and propaganda 
emphasis of 8ovist rhatoric and neve for over firs yaars—June 1979 through 
Saptaubar 1984. Airing this period, a total of 76,179 faatura atorias and 
news itarns have baan analysad. 

This raport contains a summary of propaganda thews* and topics froa tha Bus- 
si an languaga newspaper Rad Star ( Krasnaya Zyasda ). With a circulation of 
several nillion copias, this '’daily" nawspapar is tha official publication of 
tha Ministry of Dafansa. In particular, it rapraaants tha views and articu¬ 
lates tha issues inportant to tha Main Political Administration of tha Soviet 
Amy and Bavy, which is responsible for tha political reliability of all 
Soviet military forces. Tha Main Political Adainiatration receives its guid¬ 
ance directly from tha Central Coaaittee of tha CPSU. 

Tha faatura stories and news items that appear in Bad 8tar ara intended to 
provide daily guidance to tha Soviet military political cadra concerning 
domestic and international issues/events. It addrassas tha issues important 
to tha political elite. 

Man and woman in tha Soviet armed forces receive political instruction and 
Marxist interpretation of current events (foreign and domestic) on a daily 
basis. Bad Star is used as tha guide for political and ideological instruc¬ 
tion; it contains the approved "picture" of issues and events, and outlines 
tha nature of tha "hostile" world to the Soviet military audience. Therefore, 
this report provides insights concerning the structured view of events and the 
"world picture" as perceived by the Soviet soldier, sailor, and airman. 

Aleo, Bad Star serves tha purpose of informing Soviet military personnel what 
they could be called upon to do; what is expected of them, and in turn, what 
they can expect from the political laadarship (see Part II - Coverage of 
Soviet Domestic Issues and Military Topics). 

The primary purpose of this edition of "Soviet Mews and Propaganda Analysis" 
is to provide the reader with an overview of Bussian rhetoric, propaganda 
themes, slogans and topics, directed to tha military forcea of the O.S.S.B. 
during S epte m b er .1984. 


In September 1984, 28 percent of the total apace in Bgd Star reported events 
and activities that occurred in foreign countries or mere international in 
scope. As a daily newspaper, Bgj Star is generally limited to a total of four 
pages par issue. The average amo u nt of space allocated to events and subjects 
about foreign affairs is 30 percent of the total space in the newspaper. 

Selected foreign governments and international organisations that received 
substantial madia attention in September 1984 are listed in Table 1. (Percent

For more than five years, Soviet propagandists, media commentators, and high 
ranking Soviet officials have been consistent and uncompromising in their 
tough and demanding rhetoric about the dangerous, warmongering and anti-Soviet 
policies of the United States government, especially the Reagan administra¬ 
tion. With monotonous persistence, the Soviet propaganda machine (the govern¬ 
ment and the CPSU) have stressed and highlighted those events and topics that 
reflected the United States government as being in the forefront of interna¬ 
tional imperialism (hegemony), fostering and orchestrating a dangerous and un¬ 
controlled ansa race, and conducting international terrorism against innocent 
(Third World) nations. 

During September 1984, the editors of Red Star devoted almost 30 percent of 
the international and foreign affairs space to activities and events that con¬ 
cerned the United States. In the past, the average amount of print space 
allocated to the United 8tates was slightly over 30 percent of the total cov¬ 
erage (in Red Star ) for foreign news and commentary. (See Table 1, above.) 

Red Star's news and feature stories are carefully selected and orchestrated to 
satisfy the propaganda goals and objectives of the Communist Party and Soviet 
government; consequently, they reflect highly optative views of policies and 
activities of the United States. For over five years, the United States has 
received an average of 60 percent of the total negative and/or abusive rheto¬ 
ric in Rgj Star devoted to foreign governments—in September, it was 61 per¬ 
cent. See Table 2 for a comparison of total space (hostile and/or negative in 
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Con*) allocated to the United Statea and othar foreign countriaa. (Parcant 
raflacta total of foreign critical coverage .)

In September 1964, the editors of ttw leading Soviet eilitery newspaper led 
Star allocated 33 percent of its coverage of the United States to the aubject 
of the eras race and eras limitation (see table 3). In feature articles and 
editorials, the 8oviet press and leadership once again headlined end under¬ 
scored that the United States is committed to increasing the nunber of 
advanced and sophisticated nuclear weapons in its arsenal, in order to obtain 
nuclear supremacy over the U.S.8.K. and be in a position to launch a first- 
strike attack on key Soviet targets. 

In a series of feature articles headlined "Kansan's Words and Deeds ." the 
Kremlin once again emphasised the following propaganda arguments in regard to 
the arms race: 

a Keegan insists that the U. 8. Congress increase the conventional and 
nuclear war capabilities of RATO. 

a Disregarding existing American-Soviet ansa treaties, the Pentagon 
(each year) asks for more money to build up RATO military forces. 

a Keegan is determined to destroy the existing balance of military 
forces in Europe. 

e In order to pacify congressional doves, Keegan gives lip service to 
the resumption of arms control talks with the U.S.S.K. 

e By deploying Pershing II nuclear mieailes, the Keegan administration 
has undermined all possibilities for the resumption of arms control 
talks.

In 1985, 
over two billion dollars will be spent on space-based anti-missile 
syeteme. The Pentagon will deploy lasers and anti-satellita weapons 
in space.

For over five years the leaders in the Kremlin and Soviet propagandists have 
incessantly maintained that the U.S.8.R. supports detente with the West, 
nuclear disarmament, weapons reduction, the peaceful use of space and non¬ 
nuclear sones. In contrast, Soviet rhetoric continues to emphasise that 
Ronald Reagan (and the American governsMnt) is dangerous, trigger-happy, and 
desires world hegemony. The Kremlin continues to emphasise propaganda thesws 
to "prove" that the American goverment is determined to alter the strategic 
balance in order to obtain military superiority and a first strike capability 
of the Soviet Onion. 

The following headlines and abstracts indicate the tone and psychological 
emphasis of Russian propaganda in regard to arms control and the reduction of 
military forces: 

e In an interview given to Pravda . President Chernenko attacked the pol¬ 
icies of the U. S. and again emphasised the following points in regard 
to arms control : 

- Reagan ie directly responsible for the failure of the Geneva talks. 

- The United States is deliberately accelerating the arms race and 
causing increased world tensions. 

- Reagan's crusade against communism is aganst the entire world.

Unfortunately, Admiral Tatar has 
been appointed as the chief of staff for NATO forces in Northern 
Europe. West Germany is increasing its military forcas in Norway. 

a The West Germany Army intends to increase the length of military ser¬ 
vice from IS to 18 months. 






• Another Mui war criminal ia released by a We at Carman court (for lack 
of evidence). The Bom government doee not prosecute former Basie. 

a Heat Carmen Kevanchiet organisations continue to increase their activ¬ 
ities - they went to start World War 111. 

a Boland expresses concern about the growth of Bavenchian in West 
Germany end the support of the Bom government for the return of for¬ 
mer territories. 

o The Minister of West Carman Internal affairs supports the Kevanchiet 
views - he is anti-Soviet and claims that the Carmen borders must be 
revised.

Israel and Lebanon continue to receive moderate coverage in the Soviet mili¬ 
tary press. Much of the propaganda content concerns: (1) American-Israeli mil¬ 
itary cooperation; (2) Israeli atrocities in South Lebanon, and (3) Israeli 
aggression in the Middle Bast. Minimum media coverage was given by the Soviet 
press to the terrorist bombiax of the American Kmbessv building in Beirut. 

The following headlines and abstracts from Kgj Star indicate the scope end 
tone of Kuesian propaganda as related to Israel and Lebanon] 

a Update on Lebanon. An explosion at the 0. 8. Embassy in Beirut 
injured about 100 people. An Islamic religious group claimed respon¬ 
sibility for the explosion. Israel continues its campaign of tarror 
in southern Lebanon. 

a Zionism - the Weapon of Aggression and Imperialism. The United States 
and Israel ere complete and equal partners in their aggression in the 
Middle Bast.

Many inno¬ 
cent people are killed. The Israeli a ray continues to terrorise the 
civilian population of southern Lebanon. 

a Israel continues its military aggression in Lebanon. The Lebanese 
people condemn Israel'e brutal sir bombing of the region around 
Bkhaadun.

500 people have suffered from the effects of poisoning, so far.

Miniaun coverage was given by the editors of Red Star to the retireaent of 
Marshall Oaarkov , the foraer Chief of Staff of the Soviet araed forces. Red 
Star also published a short biographical sketch of the new Soviet Chief of 
Staff, Marshall S. P. Akhroaeyev. 

Again, during Septeaber, the editors of Red Star provided inforaation, guid¬ 
ance, and instructions to Coasunist Psrty and Koasoaol organisations in the 
Soviet eraed forces. Strong Coaaunist Party influence, on all eleaents of the 
araed forces, was statad as an essential aoal . in order to ianrove Military 
ryadioesa, dipyiglint_gnd.aorale. 

The following headlines and abstracts contain the overall acope, substance, 
and tone of M Sue's coverage (and guidance) of Coasninist Party and Eoaaoaol 
organisation activities in the araed forces of the O.S.S.R.s 

o The activities and perforaanc* racorda of Military Koaaoaol organisa¬ 
tions should be reviewed and analysed. It is iaportant to deteraine 
the (positive) influence that various Roasoaol organisations have had 
on Military discipline, aorale, and training. 








>•4 Star reporter! interviewed aeveral political officers who dis¬ 
cussed their work on improving Komsomol organisations and its influence 
on ideological training of young Soviet soldiers. Steps needed to 
improve the work of Komsomol organisations included: 

- Forming tusslan lansuase clubs to teach non-Russian speaking sol¬ 
diers basic Russian. 

- Organising more team sports and athletic activities. 

- Increasing the number of quality and political lectures and meet¬ 
ings. 

Communist Party organisations in the Soviet armed forces must improve 
their method of operation (style of work). They must make a greater 
effort to increase the influence of the Communist Party on military 
discipline, morale, military readiness, and training. It requires 
constant work and analysis on the part of all members of the Coaimunist 
Party in the armed forces if military readiness is to be improved. 

Red Star reviewed the performance of the military newspaper Leninskove 
Znamra . The newspaper was criticised as follows: 

- Neglecting to explain how military personnel can become members of 
the Communist Party. 

- Neglecting to explain how the Romsomol organisations prepare the 
soldier for Communist Party membership. 

- Not strongly emphasising the prestige and honor (advantages) of 
being a member of the Communist Party. 

It is essential that all military Communist Party organisations have a 
stronger influence on the training, discipline, and morale of Soviet 
military forces. The CP SO members must guide and work closely with 
Komsomol organisations and military cadets. 

Each Communist Party member in the Soviet military is obligated to 
demand and expect excellence from himself and his comrades. Constant 
and critical self-evaluation as well as evaluation of his cowades can 
help in meeting Party goals (in the military). 

Communist members in the armed forces must be more demanding and self- 
critical. Although some Party organisations have increased their mem¬ 
bership, they still naed to expand and improve the quality of thair 
work (performance). 

The Chief of the Political Directorats of Central Porcee, It. General 
Kovalenko, emphasised the need for C omm u nist Parties in the armed 
forces to improve their performance. Be noted that: 
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Co—uniat Parties aust control and influanca all military activi- 
tiaa. 


- Co—uniat Parties must have greater influanca on ailitary morale, 
training, and readiness. 

a Komsomol secretaries should be in tha canter of all ailitary activi¬ 
ties - tactical training, political/ideological training, and/or 
social activities. They aust work with the troops, know thaa and 
influanca ailitary perforaanca. 

a Coaaunist Party organisations in the 8oviet armed forces have a sacred 
duty to ensure that all officers are obedient and loyal to tha social¬ 
ist systea and principles. 

a Komsomol aecretaries —st consider their work as an honor, a duty, a 
calling. They aust work herd in order to excel. They —st know how 
to work with young soldiers, and help unit officers to —intain dis¬ 
cipline and morale. 

a Komsomol organisations must work harder to iaprove and expand their 
influence throughout Soviet military forces. They —st increase their 
initiative in educating and indoctrinating young soldiers in regard to 
con—nist principles and ideals.

A eignificant indicator that can ba used to assess tha mood of the Soviet 
ailitary is the content of "Letters to tha Editor" printed in Red Star . In 

recent years, the Party has regarded letters as an important safety valve, and 

a way of allowing public opinion a legiti—ta and quasi-independent outlet. 
Red Star sends reporters to investigate typical grievances. The letters actu¬ 
ally printed represent those topics and problaas that are significant and 
important to the 8oviet ailitary elite. By law, Rad Star reporters can sub¬ 
poena and inspect official records pertaining to allegations —da in "Letters 
to the Editor." In addition, of course, 8oviet officials sti—lata and 

encourage the writing of "Letters to tha Editor" on those topics and/or issues 
that arc important to and support tha govern—nt and party. 

During tha aonth, tha editors of R$d Star racaivad 8,516 letters from its 

readers. Tha overall content of tha letters to tha editor focused on and/or 
included the following topics! 

a Cheatinx and dishonesty . Rad Star criticises ailitary personnel for 
obtaining leave under tha pretense of sickness or death in the 1—edi¬ 
cts tarn lly. Soldiers —st respect and cherish leave. Cheating and 

dishonesty affect tha —rale of tha entire unit, and lead to —re 
disho—sty and cheating. 





• Sailors Mgd Utter*, not aoncv . An officer writes to Red Star to 
coaplain about parents who send large sum of aoney to their eons in 
the navy. Extra uonsy only contributes to delinquency end self- 
indulgence. Many of the sailors use the extra aoney to get drunk. 
The Soviet navy provides adequately for its aen, they need letters and 
support froa their parents - not aoney. 

e Mew baby . A Military officer ia criticised and punished for neglect¬ 
ing a new child in his faaily - he did not coaplete the necessary 
foras to obtain an additional allowance for his faaily. 

e A group of officers write to Sod Star to express their support for 
Chernenko's policy on eras control , as expressed in the Pravda inter¬ 
view. They pledged to iaprove ailitary readiness of the 8oviet araed 
forces. 

e Soviet aray officers express their support for Chernenko's policies as 
stated at the plenua of the Soviet Writers' Onion. They pledged to 
Maintain a high state of Military readiness and uphold socialist tra¬ 
ditions.

Military pilota wuat understand now technology and how to maintain 
thoir aircraft. They should ha in a position to handl* emergency sit¬ 
uations and know how to conserve fuel. 

Flight instructors should not use the term "normal" in their evalua¬ 
tions. Such an evaluation can he mialaading - it is ambiguous and 
lacks detailed criticiam. Flight inatructors must strive for excel¬ 
lence in their students. Normal is not a grade. An evaluation arnet 
indicate the degree of improvement needed to be proficient - an evalu¬ 
ation should help both the teacher end the student. 

As the training years comes to an end, a total effort is needed to 
ensure that all croups acquire a mastery of new technoloxy . 

It is essential for proper military readiness that all units develop 
the rang* of skills needed to master the new technology and weapon 
systems. This must be don* rapidly Cbefor* the training year ends). 

Military training must focus on the rapid assimilation of new technol¬ 
ogy. This is especially true for strategic missile units. They must 
be fully qualified in swdern technology as well as being disciplined 
and patriotic troops. 

The officers and men of strategic missile units are skilled in modern 
military technology and demonstrate a high state of military readi¬ 
ness. 


Tactical training tests provide the opportunity to develop and evalu¬ 
ate technical skills, leadership, and creativity of unit officers. 
Each year all officers must meet the challenge of mastering new tech¬ 
nology and skills. 

Naval training tests and exercises are essential to maintain combat 
readiness of the Soviet navy. Craws strive for excellence in order to 
win competitions. 

An army officer is criticised and disciplined for lack of organisation 
and skills required to unload cargo from helicopters. 

All military commanders must be trained to make quick and effective 
tactical decisions. In confeat they must be able to work under pres¬ 
sure and react affectively to surprise situations. 

Military training cadres mast be competent in basic military skills 
and discipline. Military training canters must have complete control 
in order to ensure batter training, discipline, and military raadi- 











Control md direction of basic training unit* will influence the dir¬ 
ection and progress of ailitary readiness of the Soviet araed forces. 

Slight training aust be aiaed at helping pilots to aaster technical 
skills - they aust be thorough and proficient in regard to new tech¬ 
nology. 

Staff officera should play a aore iaportant rola in the organisation 
and execution of training. They should be the source of discipline, 
expertise, guidance, and innovation (during tactical exercises). 


Military auto repair units and shops aust iaprove the quality of their 
work. 

Military uoions aust initiate prograas to teach each aan the value of 
herd work end responsibility. One bad event or bad individual 
reflects poorly on the entire collective. Teaa work and cooperation 
can eliainate probleas. 

An aray colonel coaplains that he cannot obtain proper uniforas due to 
a shortage of fabrics and goods. 

Propaganda officers aust actively influence all aspects of ailitery 
training and tactical tests. They aust be creative in order to excite 
and aotivate the individual soldier to coapeta. Stagnation cannot be 
tolerated. 

Several ailitary officers are punished for neglecting political ideol¬ 
ogy and work. 

Officers are punished for failing to react quickly to constructive 
criticisa. 

Coaaanders aust know how to recognise and praise their aen for good 
perforaance. Praise helps aorale. but it aust be deserved, and not 
given autoaatically or too often.
